PART III 


Effect Nutrition Reproduction 


Nutrition plays important part 
the breeding efficiency herd. The 
cattle should maintained good 
condition, but not allowed get too 
fat too thin. Animals that are 
milking heavy, that are poor 
condition, may not come 
regularly. Increased grain feeding will 
help remedy this condition. defi- 
ciency energy (TDN) the most 
important nutritional factor affecting 
reproduction. One should strive for 
happy medium far body condi- 
tion concerned. Heifers that are well 
fed will come heat earlier than those 
that get average below care. With 
the improved feeding and management 
practices that are available the 
dairyman today, many heifers are 
allowed get too big before they are 
bred. This often results infertility. 


Cornell research workers found that 
heifers fed moderate nutrient intake 
were raised more economically and 
lived longer, more profitable life 
than those raised excessive feed 
intake. Guernsey heifers should 
bred when they weigh approximately 
600 pounds rather than breeding them 
according age. following this 
guide, most heifers will freshen around 
months sooner. This will enable 
the dairyman maintain 
freshening herd. 


Many dairymen who have calving 
problems with first calf heifers breed 
them beef bull. better solution 
breed heifers the recommended 
weight registered Guernsey bull. 
Then maintain normal growth during 
the gestation period, reducing calving 
problems minimum. 

The vitamin and mineral require- 
ments for cattle are state 
confusion the present time. The 
trend include more these 
substances the ration than was 
formerly thought necessary. The 
rapid increase production that has 
occurred recent years along with 
changes feeding and management

Minerals 


The two most common mineral 
deficiencies that may prevent cows 
from coming heat having 
lowered conception rate are cobalt and 
phosphorus. These 
may diagnosed the basis 
clinical symptoms along with labora- 
tory analysis the blood and the 
feed. The degree deficiency will 
determine how severely the cattle are 
affected. There may also high 
incidence acetonemia cobalt 
deficient herds. This deficiency can 
corrected adding grams 
cobalt carbonate sulfate per ton 
the grain ration. 


The phosphorus deficiency can 
corrected feeding steamed bone 
meal, dicalcium phosphate, 
commercial mineral mixture relatively 
high phosphorus free choice. 
phate may recommended for cattle 
diets high legume roughages that 
are rich calcium. Dicalcium Phos- 
phate well suited for cows high 
corn silage diets. also good 
management practice have trace 
Calcium-Phosphorus supplement avail- 
able free choice all times. 

Blood analysis for calcium, phos- 
phorus, vitamin carotene, plasma 
proteins and hemoglobin more than 
1300 New York dairy cows found 
hemoglobin the only one 
these measurements related the 
occurence regular heats and services 
required per conception. Prolonged 
anestrus (failure come heat) was 
the most frequent sign seen herds 
with the lowest hemoglobin levels. 
This condition can corrected 
feeding mineral mixture which 


contains iron carbonate, copper and 
cobalt. 


Vitamins 


One the functions vitamin 
found green forages, maintain 
healthy uterine lining which neces- 
sary for reproduction. Deficiencies 
have been known cause abortions, 
the birth dead weak calves, and 
retained placentas. The addition 
vitamin the ration the rate 
3,000 international units per pound, 
recommended some nutritionists, 
has proven beneficial some 
high producing herds. 

Vitamin found sun cured hay, 
aids growth and development 
bone and prevents rickets. Some 
nutritionists recommend that 
added the ration the rate 
6,000 international units per pound. 

Experimental evidence 
that vitamin found many feed 
reproduction cattle. beneficial 
for maintaining high hatchability 
chickens and reproduction rats. 
Incidentally, mice quite well 
without vitamin 

recent years nitrates have been 
deficiency and widespread herd abor- 
tions. Recently completed research 
Cornell indicates that nitrates are not 
important factor causing either 
these conditions. 


Breeding Hygiene 


When cow discovered heat, 
the dairyman must practice good 
breeding hygiene and breed only those 
cows that are ready for service. There 
are several qualifications that should 
met insure healthy pregnancy 
and normal calving. 

(1) The cow should have been fresh 
least days that the uterus has 
had time return normal state

and 545 May Journal).

Cloudy 
mucus indicates the presence 
infection and these cows should 
examined determine the source 
infection and treated necessary prior 
breeding. discharge that contains 
pus has strong odor indicates 
infection somewhere the reproduc- 
tive tract and should receive veterinary 
attention. 

(4) The current heat period should 
days and last hours. 
hormone upset presence acute 
uterine infections may responsible 
45-day cycle may due missed 
cycle early embryonic 
death which may caused 
breeding cows too soon after calving. 
Cows should watched closely 
days and days after breeding for 
signs heat. While some open cows 
may not show signs heat, one cow 
out that pregnant will. The 
only way sure that bred cow 
pregnant have her examined 
internally for pregnancy. Forty per 
cent more the cows that are 
slaughtered because infertility are 
with calf the time slaughter. 

(5) The cow should bred with 
fertile semen conceive regularly.

all cases, healthy proven fertile 
bull, antibiotic treated semen from 
such bull, should used cow 
that has met the first four qualifica- 
tions.

The dairyman should keep close 
tab bulls that are being used the 
herd artificially. Their breeding effi- 
ciency frequently available from the 
artificial breeding unit. The bull’s 
90-day non-return rate should also 
determined periodically the herd 
and the bull stud. bull’s 
conception rate should investigated 
prior use. 

your are using natural service, 
determine the conception rate each 
bull several times year. The impor- 
tance this practice well illustrated 
herd that was using natural 
service several bulls, but predomi- 
nantly older bull that had sired 
All-American offspring. The concep- 
tion rate this herd was extremely 
low. Finally, the owner was persuaded 
his veterinarian determine the 
breeding efficiency each bull being 
used. The average number services 
per conception the famous old bull 
was greater than 3.5, while the others 
were about 1.5. less than 
minutes the problem was solved and 
the herd conception rate was returned 
normal just using fertile bulls.

The bull with low conception rate 
should not discarded the value 


his progeny justifies use. The valuable 
bull can mated wisely and profit- 
ably normal fertile cows for 
services between and days after 
calving. Those that return heat 
should then bred highly fertile 
bull. Little time will lost under this 
system which recommended for 
bulls known low fertility. 

For natural service, virgin bull 
should used virgin heifers. 
Frequently, problem cows are bred 
naturally. Although this may 
good way get them conceive, 
aids the spread disease, especially 
contagious one responsible for 
lowering the cow’s conception rate.

Belmont View Heifers

The herd was sold August 21, 
the milking was stopped, but remain- 
ing the farm were 105 the best 
open heifers that had ever been born 
Belmont View. There was 
wonderful corn crop—the silos were 
filled—and the combination top 
breeding and good food were put 
together these heifers—they were all 
really nice and well grown. 


Herman Haga, Clearbranch Farm, 
Fort Valley, Ga., learned the 
possible private treaty sale the 
heifers and traveled Franklin 
look them. Herman looked the 
heifers and having plans enlarge the 
size his milking herd, purchased the 
first head that had been bred. 


Swinton and “Bud” Gramling, Sa- 
waga Farm, Bowman, became 
interested the heifers that remained 
the farm. “Bud” Gramling and 
Barry Simmons, herd manager 
Sawaga Farm, traveled Spartanburg, 
and met with Mack Alman who 
drove them Franklin see the 
heifers. “Bud” and Barry immediately 
liked what they saw and felt this was 
the most sound method for them 
enlarge the Sawaga herd, but “Bud” 
still had talk with Swinton. few 
days later telephone call was received 
from Swinton advising that they 
would buy the head.

Following Deershorn Foremost, 
bought Langwater Deershorn, and 
later on, Fairlawn Footprint, both 
per cent May Royal breeding. 
These became Gold Star Sires. Lang- 
water Deershorn sired real production 
and was sold Maryland-West Vir- 
ginia Stud for $5,000. There sired 


Deershorn Idol, daughter Idol’s Rosette Medfield, and two 
her daughters, Deershorn Foremost Ida and Deershorn Foremost 
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Foundation Cow Idol’s Rosette Medfield (purchased for 
$100 she lived years age and gave calves), and 
three her daughters, Deershorn’s Faith, Hope, Charity.

$1,000 each. have daughter his, 
Deershorn Excellent, with 
over 150,000 Ibs. milk, that due 
calve June years age.

NIXON OFFICIALS PROPOSE NEW 


CHANGES LIVESTOCK TAX LAWS 


TESTIMONY PRESENTED 
April 22, 1969, the House Ways and 
Means Committee, 
appointed officials the Treasury 
Department outlined their suggested 
changes federal income tax laws 
affecting livestock operations. Changes 
livestock tax laws were needed, 
Treasury officials stated, because 
the combination “the cash account- 
ing method and the benefit 
deducting costs against ordinary in- 
come, offset only later capital 
gains....” 


Treasury Adopts Certain the 
Proposals National Livestock 
Tax Committee and American National 
Cattlemen’s Association 


few taxpayers, yet not cause undue 
damage the legitimate livestock 
industry, the National Livestock Tax 
Committee and the American National 
Cattlemen’s Association have recom- 
mended certain changes present tax 
laws the House Ways and Means 
Committee. Certain these recom- 
mended changes were adopted the 
Nixon program including application 
depreciation recapture livestock 
used for draft, breeding, racing 
dairy purposes the 
holding period for livestock two 
years qualify for capital gains. 
Other changes proposed National 
Livestock Tax Committee and Ameri- 
can National Cattlemen’s Association 
not adopted Nixon were providing 
graduated recapture ordinary 
income certain land development 
expenses when farm ranch land 
sold within ten years acquisition, 
and elimination the tax-free ex- 
changes bull calves for heifers. 


Additional Changes Proposed 
Nixon Officials EDA 


Treasury would require all cash basis 
farmers and ranchers establish 
“Excess Deductions Account” (EDA) 
reflect each year’s 
Corporate farms and ranches would 
add all farm losses this EDA each 
year, while all other taxpayers (indi- 
viduals, trusts and estates) would add 
EDA only farm losses exceeding 
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Holland Hart 


Released the National Livestock Tax Committee 


$5,000. Gain realized the sale 
farm and ranch property, including 
livestock, which would otherwise 
capital gain, would taxed 
ordinary income rates the extent 
the amount EDA. Further, gain 
realized and attributable increases 
farm and ranch land values would 
taxed ordinary income rates 
the extent the taxpayer had claimed 
deductions prior years for land 
clearing, water conservation and fertil- 
izer expenses, but not excess the 
amount EDA. EDA would 
reduced the amount such gain 
well net farm income earned 
each year. EDA would not apply 
farmer rancher who was the 
accrual method accounting 
and who used inventories reflecting 
direct costs raising crops and 
livestock. Such strict accrual method 
would effect abolish use the unit 
livestock price method valuing 
livestock, eliminate current deductions 
for land clearing, soil and water 
conservation and fertilizer expenses, 
and require costs 
deducted when the crops and livestock 
were sold. 

EDA would not restrict farm losses 
from being offset against nonfarm 
income. enacted, EDA would apply 
all taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1968, but gains realized 
1969 would exempted. 


Depreciation Recapture Applied 
Livestock 


Adopting the National Livestock 
Tax Committee and American Nation- 
Cattlemen’s Association proposal, 
Treasury seeks apply the deprecia- 
tion recapture rules under present tax 
law used for draft, 
breeding, racing, dairy purposes. 
Thus, gain realized the sale such 
livestock would taxed ordinary 
income rates the extent deprecia- 
tion claimed allowable such 
animals, and the remainder the gain, 
any, would taxed capital gains, 
holding period requirements had 
been satisfied. This proposal, en- 
acted, would apply only sales 
years beginning after January 
1970, and only depreciation deduc- 


tions taken after December 31, 1968, 
would subject this recapture 
rule. 


Holding Period for 
Livestock Extended 


Extension the holding period for 
livestock order qualify for capital 
gains was the third Nixon proposal. 
The holding period for all livestock, 
except race horses, would extended 
two-thirds the useful life the 
animal, two years, whichever was 
shorter. This means most stockmen 
would have hold their breeding 
animals for two years. 

general, race horses would have 
raced for two years or, used 
for breeding purposes, would have 
have been bred order qualify for 
capital gains. enacted, this proposal 
would apply only livestock acquired 
after January 1970. 


Restrictions Placed 
Deduction Hobby Losses 


Certain changes dealing with hobby 
loss deductions were also proposed 
make Section 270 the Internal 
Revenue Code more restrictive. Under 
present law, Section 270 disallows the 
deduction trade and business losses 
which exceed $50,000 for five consec- 
utive years. The Treasury proposal 
would effect require disallowance 
such losses $50,000 losses was 
exceeded three five consecutive 
years. The Treasury also suggested 
amendment the manner the size 
the loss was computed and the way 
which the amount the loss was 
determined. This proposal, enacted, 
would apply only years beginning 
after January 1970. 


Limit Tax Preferences (LTP) 


Besides the previously mentioned 
proposed changes pertaining specifi- 
cally livestock taxation, the Nixon 
plan offered number other 
suggested changes federal tax laws, 
some which would directly 
indirectly affect farmers and ranchers. 

One such proposal would place 
limit the amount tax preferences 
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could claim one year. Tax prefer- 
ences attributable partnership 
Subchapter corporation would 
passed through and reported the 
partners and shareholders. 

Tax preferences would include: (1) 
the amount that property donated 
charity had appreciated value over 
the basis the property taxpayer’s 
hands; (2) the excess intangible 
drilling and percentage depletion ex- 
penses claimed over the allowable 
amounts cost depletion and 
straight-line depreciation that would 
have been claimed the expenses had 
been capitalized, applied 
property-by-property basis; (3) the 
excess accelerated depreciation 
claimed buildings over straight-line 
depreciation, applied 
property-by-property basis; and (4) 
general, the excess ordinary farm 
deductions over ordinary farm income, 
exclusive capital gain farm 
assets, cash basis farmer 
rancher. Use the strict accrual 
method accounting, under EDA, 
would mean that farm losses would 
not considered tax preferences. 

The limit placed tax preferences 
would per cent the taxpayer’s 
“total income” (i.e. adjusted gross 
income, exclusive long-term capitai 
gain, plus the total amount tax 
preferences). The amount tax 
preference disallowed would added 
adjusted gross income and taxed 
ordinary rates. event, however, 
would allowable tax 
preferences 
$10,000. 

illustrate, taxpayer had 
$30,000 adjusted gross income and 
$35,000 tax preferences, his 
income” would $65,000. would 
able claim total tax preference 
$32,500 (one-half $65,000). 
$2,500 his pref- 
erences would disallowed and 
added taxable income 
$32,500. 

carry over any 
disallowed tax preferences would 
provided for use reducing ordinary 
income subsequent years. Any tax 


preferences remaining the end 


the five-year carry-over period would, 
the extent claimed capital 
asset, increase the basis such asset. 


Allocation Certain Expenses 
Reduce Allowable Deductions 


addition placing limitation 
allowable tax preferences, Treasury 
also proposed that under specified 
conditions, certain 
deductible under present 
reduce the amount these expenses 
which are deductible. For such deduc- 
tions allocated, the taxpayer 
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must have “allocable expenses” and 
have “allowable tax preferences” 
excess $10,000.

clude: (1) all interest paid accrued 
any nonbusiness debt; (2) all state 
and local real property taxes, personal 
property taxes, income taxes, general 
sales taxes and gasoline taxes which 
are not business expenses; (3) losses 
property not connected with trade 
business arising from fire, storm, 
shipwreck, other casualty, from 
theft; (4) charitable contributions; (5) 
medical and dental expenses; and (6) 
real estate taxes and interest 
co-operative housing corporation allo- 
cable stockholder-tenant.

following: (1) tax-exempt interest; and 
(2) one-half net long-term capital 
gain. after computing tax 
such preferences exceed- 
$10,000, then the amount 
expenses” would deter- 
mined. compute the percentage 
total “allocable deductions” which 
would allowable, the amount 
“modified adjusted gross income” (i.e. 
adjusted gross income less all deduc- 
tions other than personal exemptions 
and “allocable deductions”) divided 
the sum “modified adjusted 
gross income” and 
preferences.”

Further- 
more, EDA, LTP and the Allocation 
Deductions proposals would have the 
effect forcing many farmers and 
ranchers onto the strict accrual meth- 
accounting. Farmers and ranch- 
ers should let their Congressmen and 
Senators know what their thoughts are 
these new Treasury proposals, 
particularly EDA, LTP and Allocation 
Deductions. 


Liberalized Tax Treatment 
Subchapter Corporations Suggested

Ketosis Cure Works? 


RESEARCH PENNSYLVANIA 
State University indicates that methio- 
nine treatments may prevent ketosis 
from developing dairy cattle. 

Penn State researchers say the cause 
ketosis has been pinpointed 
methionine deficiency which triggers 
off chain detrimental events the 
cow’s milk-producing machinery. The 
disease usually occurs when the cow’s 
system ‘high gear’ producing milk 
such level that she can’t eat 
enough keep up.” 

Dairy scientists have successfully 
treated afflicted cows with 
intravenous injections L-methio- 
nine, followed orally administered 
methionine capsules. 

report the study says, “Use 
combination 
brought cows the experiments back 
high level milk production within 
five days...” 

Penn State spokesmen say the 
outlook for victory over ketosis 
“promising.” They point out, how- 
ever, that the work done thus far has 
not gone past the purely experimental 
stage.

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Cornell Economist Sees 


Larger Farms Ahead 
New York 


“GREATER EMPHASIS con- 
tract farming, efficient use labor 
and mechanization farm jobs are 
major forces bringing about dramatic 
changes the size farm opera- 
tions,” Cornell University economist 
said. 


“Changes taking place food 
marketing, particularly the retail 
level, are forcing farmers produce 
for given markets meet consumer 
choices food products. Consequent- 
ly, significant change 
agriculture developing, namely, the 
production more and more farm 
products contract,” said Prof. 
Lowell Cunningham, State 
College Agriculture, Cornell. 

Prof. Cunningham 
points his keynote address before 
group leading farmers and agricul- 
tural leaders the annual meeting 
the New York State Agricultural 
Society Albany. 


“As farming has become more 
intensive and specialized, farmers have 
welcomed contracts one method 
reducing risk. driving force this 
development the fact that some 
farmers who barge ahead their own 
often find, harvest time, that they 
not have ready market for what 
they have produced. 


“The basic change our agricul- 
tural economy encourages larger farm 
units and definitely discourages small 
farming operations. think may 
expect see somewhat larger farms 
producing contract, particularly for 
specialty crops,” said. 

Prof. Cunningham 
whatever the type farming, the 
business must large enough use 
labor most efficiently and afford 
mechanization major farm opera- 
tions. 


Taking note shifts dairying, 
Prof. Cunningham stated that more 
and more dairymen New York State 
are enlarging their operations with 
milk cows ranging from 100 
number. The average size herd 
present cows per farm, and three 
out every 100 farms have many 
100 cows. 


The Cornell professor, who 
specialist the dairy industry, said, 
“Studies dairy farm operations 
show that herd the range 
100 cows necessary achieve top 
efficiency. 

“The dominant change that has 
taken place the family farm 
recent decades not the number 
workers used, but the spectacular 
increase output per worker. The 
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amount milk sold per man has 
jumped two and half times since 
1950.” 

Attributing this increase, part, 
disappearance large number 
small farms, Prof. Cunningham said 
that most the gain efficiency was 
brought about enlarging farm 
businesses and mechanizing many 
the hand operations. 


Feeding Important 
Prevention Ketosis 


DAIRY SCIENTISTS DON’T 
KNOW the exact cause ketosis, but 
they know that 
program plays key role the 
problem. The most critical period for 
cows coming down with ketosis the 
ten-day six-week interval after 
freshening. 

Among the factors contributing 
the problem, say Bud Schultz and 
Terry Howard, University Wiscon- 
sin, extension dairy specialists, the 
condition the cow calving time. 

Cows that are too fat are apt 
problem cows. Excess fat “burned” 
the animal must processed the 
liver and this can result distur- 
bance body metabolism resulting 
ketosis. 

Rather than having cows too fat, 
desirable keep them reasonable 
condition and then, during the last 
two weeks before calving, increase 
concentrate feed the rate one per 
cent the cow’s body weight. 
Following calving, this amount should 
increased consistent with the cows 
ability stay feed. 

this manner, the cow would 
provided with sufficient energy de- 
manded the stress calving and 
the flush milk early the lactation. 
balance protein and energy 
necessary care should taken 
provide protein the grain mix 
balance the type roughage being 
fed. per cent total protein 
ration suggested the specialists. 

order maintain high feed 
intake problem herds, Schultz and 
Howard suggest feeding both hay and 
concentrate more often than twice 
day. Hay should high quality, 
especially early the lactation. Don’t 
make abrupt changes the ration 
nutrient intake. 

Both specialists point out that the 
incidence ketosis recent years 
appears have dropped. This partially 
practice increasing feed energy 
intake before and following calving. 
reduction the amount direct cut 
grass silage being made Wisconsin 
dairymen may also involved. This 
type silage was high butyric acid 
which accentuated the problem. 


Butyric acid not problem with 
low moisture hay crop silage corn 
silage. 

problem herds herds with 
high incidence ketosis Schultz 
and Howard recommend that dairy- 
men use the milk test for ketosis 
detect those cows apt come down 
with ketosis. Once these cows are 
known, either propylene glycol 
sodium propinate can used 
reduce the ketosis problem.
